2 HARFORD COUNTY, THE Board may not issue more than [one Class A off-sale license
3 or oneB-1 and B-2 license (inclusive) for every 3,000 of population]:

4 1 ONE CLASS A OFF-SALE LICENSE;
5 2. ONE CLASS A-1 OFF-SALE LICENSE; OR
6 3. ONE CLASS A-2 OFF-SALE LICENSE.
(i) [In addition, one additional Class A-1 or A-2 beer, wine, and

8 liquor off-sale license may beissued by the Board for every 20,000 of population after
9 July 1, 1984,

10 anl However, a B-1 temporary (on-sale) license may be issued to
11 those persons who wish after six monthsto operate a bona fide Class B license. The

12 B-1 license shall be revoked after the six-month period has expired if the licensee has

13 not met all requirements for a Class B license.
